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Two-year-old boy dies in water tragedy 

Devastated 
dad calls for 
canal safety

THE father of a two-year-old 
boy who died after falling into 
a canal has called for better 
safety measures to be put along 
the water. 

Fernando Kutati has spoken 
out after his son, Jehovah 
Pembele - who is also known as 
Giovani - was found in the Great 
Union Canal, just 100 metres 
from the family home in West 
Cotton Close, Northampton, on 
Saturday. 

The little boy had been outside 
playing with a group of children 
in the quiet cul-de-sac when he 
wandered off on his own. 


He was reported missing just 
before 6pm and was pulled from 
the water, which is around 4ft 
deep and has a large amount of 
reeds growing along it, by a 
police officer about half an hour 
later. 

There is no barrier between the 
path, running alongside the 
canal and behind the houses, 
and the water. 

Officers administered CPR at 
the scene before paramedics 
arrived. He died in the early 
hours of Sunday morning at 
Glenfield Hospital in Leicester. 

His father said: “Two years ago 
I brought him home from the 
hospital and this weekend I took

Treasure hunter gets 
to keep Iron Age find

AN AMATEUR metal detector 
has been told he can keep the 
Iron Age artefact he discovered. 

Stephen Pulley, from 
Northampton, who is a member 
of the Northampton Detecting 
Association, found the item on 
July 24 last year when he was out 
searching an area of farmland in 
Greens Norton. 

Mr Pulley, and his friend David 
Derby, had reached an agreement 
with the landowner that they 
could search his land free. 

They said if they found anything 
they would show him and he 
could decide if he wanted it. 

They agreed if they discovered 
anything valuable it could be sold 
and the money would be split 
between the two parties. 

Yesterday, an inquest heard the 
object Mr Pulley found was a 
guilded copper alloy which was 
studded with some holes and was 


TREASURE ACT 1996 

INQUESTS are sometimes held 
into finds of objects at least 
300 years old where the owner 
cannot be traced. 

Under the Treasure Act 1996, 
finders of such coins and other 
objects must report the finding 
to the coroner within 14 days. 


The coroner will ask the 
finder to take the object to a 
museum which then has to 
inform the British Museum or 
the National Museum and 
Galleries of Wales. 

If the museum wishes to 
acquire all or part of the find, 
the coroner will hold an inquest 
to decide if it is treasure. 


convex in shape. The British 
Museum dated the item as being 
first century Iron Age and in a 
statement said it was, in their 
opinion, ‘an unusual piece’. 

They felt the item could have 
come from a vessel or casket or 
that it may have been part of a 
military implement. 

The inquest heard the museum 
was interested in obtaining the 
object. The coroner, Rodney 
Haig, decided the item could be 
classified as treasure and found 
in favour of Mr Pulley who, under 


the rules of the Treasure Act 1996, 
is allowed to keep it. 

Speaking after the hearing, Mr 
Pulley said: “I was delighted to 
find it but happier it has artistic 
value and is the only piece of 
guilded bronze from the Iron Age. 

“This will now help our under¬ 
standing of history in this period. 

“I don’t think it will be worth a 
great deal of money.” 

On average 20 cases of treasure 
finds are sent to the coroner’s 
office in Northamptonshire in a 
year.

him back there where he died. 
Something needs to be done to stop this 
happening again, not just to another 
child, but to anyone.” 

A spokeswoman for the Canal and 
River Trust said: “We are deeply 
saddened to hear the news of the death 
of the two-year-old child who fell into 
the Grand Union Canal in 
Northamptonshire on Saturday and 
would like to offer our sincere condo¬ 
lences to family and friends. 

“The Trust takes any such incidents 


along the canal extremely seriously and 
understands that the child’s parents 
have called for this area of the canal to 
be fenced off to prevent this incident 
happening again. 

“Although fencing could be seen as one 
way of preventing access to the canal it 
is not always suitable. 

“In many cases fencing off the water¬ 
way can actually hamper the rescue 
efforts of the emergency services should 
they need to quickly gain access to the 
water. 

“As a result of this tragic accident and 


as part of our own investigations we will 
carry out further risk assessments of the 
area and make a decision as to whether 
additional safety measures need to be 
introduced along this stretch of canal.” 

A police spokesman said: “Police are 
supporting the family and working with 
them to establish the circumstances 
leading up to the death.” 

It is the second death in a week in the 
county’s waterways. 

On July 24, 15-year-old schoolboy

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Tweet dreams! Police 
bosses close account

A TWITTER account set up by an officer 
working in police custody has been 
forced to shut by bosses. 

The unnamed Northamptonshire Police 
officer set up the account to inform his 
1,251 ‘followers’ on the social network 
about what is happening in custody suites 
across the county. 

The user (@norpolcustody) updated the 
account most mornings, telling people 
about how many are in the cells and for 
what types of offences. 

On Saturday night, however, the officer 
posted to say: ‘Sadly I must announce the 
closure of this twitter account on instruc¬ 
tion from my boss. 

“Thanks for all your support & interac¬ 
tion.’ Shortly after they added: ‘Gutted to 
have to close this account but boss thinks 
custody is not the place to tweet from - too 
live & personal. Not done anything wrong.’ 


Alongside the ‘business’ style tweets, such 
as ‘reasonable today, only gone up to 8 
prisoners at Campbell Square, now down 
to 5. 2 at W’boro and 1 at Favell, with 0 at 
Corby!’, the account also tweeted more 
personal comments like ‘Have a real 
charmer here arrested on suspicion of 
drink-driving. Very obstructive. Not a 
merry drunk.’ 

There are around 40 Twitter accounts 
associated with Northamptonshire Police. 

A police spokesman said: “Twitter is a 
great tool for engaging with local people 
and the Force now has almost 40 officers 
or members of staff tweeting. 

“Such is the nature of social media that 
some accounts will close and new 
accounts will open. 

“Not all aspects of policing are suitable 
for Twitter and, at times, a management 
decision may be taken to refuse permis¬ 
sion or indeed close an account.”

BOMB disposal experts were 
called to a house in a quiet 
residential street to deal with 
‘suspicious items’. 

Residents in Smitherway, 
Bugbrooke, were evacuated from 
their homes on Saturday after¬ 
noon for around four hours while 
officers searched an empty house 
in the street under a warrant. 

It is understood a number of 
items were removed from the 
premises for further examina¬ 
tion. 

Police confirmed the search at 
the house was in connection with 
an arrest made in February of a 
teenage schoolboy.

‘On no occasion has there been 
any incident within the school 
that has been related to the 
arrest. 

‘The school will be liaising 
closely with the police and other 
services.’ 

At this time no arrest has been 
made from Saturday’s raid.

Toil and trouble: The

FOUR hundred years ago five 
witches were hanged in 
Abington Gallows. 

They are the first documented 
cases in which the water ordeal 
method (or ‘dunking’) was used 
to test whether the accused were 
witches. 

The four women and one man 
were put on trial at the gaol at 
Northampton Castle, where the 
train station currently lies, some 
for supposedly bewitching pigs 
and others accused of murder. 

And then, on July 22, 1612 the 
group were hanged in what is 
now Abington Park. 

A new exhibition in the People’s 
Gallery at Northampton 
Museum and Art Gallery, which 
lasts until next month, has gone 
on display documenting this 
period in time. 

Donna Scott, who has put the 
exhibition together, became 
interested in this part of the 
town’s history on a trip to 
Cornwall after she was named as 
the first Bard of Northampton. 

She said: “I was at this museum 
and it had five names of witches 
who were executed in 
Northampton. 

“At the time I just assumed it 
was Northampton in 
Massachusets, America, and 
didn’t really think much of it. 

“But when I got back here I 
looked into it and realised it was 
about this town. I thought 


nobody really knew about that so 
I started looking into it further. 
Northampton is so famous for its 
shoes and this was so different.” 

Those executed that year were 
Agnes Browne and her daughter 
Joan Vaughan, both of 
Guilsborough, Arthur Bill of 
Raunds, Helen Jenkenson of 
Thrapston and Mary Barber or 
Stanwick. 

Agnes and Joan were, accord¬ 
ing to a pamphlet, found guilty 
of ‘bewitching a child to death’ 
and Arthur of bewitching the 
body of Martha Aspine ‘to death’. 

Mary was indicted for ‘bewitch¬ 
ing a man to death, and doing 
much harm to cattle’. 

Helen Jenkenson had also been 
suspected of bewitching cattle 
before she was charged with 
bewitching a child to death. 

All five protested their 
innocence until the end. 

Ms Scott said fear of sorcery 
was rife in the country at this 
time with King James I being 
particularly fearful - himself 
penning a book entitled 
‘Demonology’. 

Men would ‘hunt’ for witches, 
and get paid to do so, and people 
were more than happy to accuse 
others of being ‘sorcerers’ - 
especially neighbours - if it so 
suited them. 

Ms Scott explained: “Things 
started going really bad in the 
17th century There was a great 
deal of opportunism going on. 

“There were witchfinders who 
went from town to town making

a buck from basically picking 
people out as witches. 

“They would perhaps go for 
neighbours who wanted to name 
the person next door as a witch. 

“In all the cases of those in 
Northampton it was well docu¬ 
mented that the people hanged 
were not well liked. People had

While in these Northampton 
executions there was one man, in 
general it was women who were 
targeted for the ‘crime’. Ms Scott 
explains that the 

general view on women was that 


they were ‘weak’ and therefore 
more susceptible to the ‘devil’. 

Ms Scott has been researching 
and creating the exhibition since 
the end of last year and has 
uncovered a perhaps unknown 
past which is sure to excite the 
imagination of all who visit the 
museum.

A PROSPECTIVE police commissioner 
has welcomed powers that are aimed to 
help tackle alcohol-fuelled violence. 

From October, councils will be handed 
the authority to restrict the sale of 
alcohol between midnight and 6am and 
also introduce late-night levies. 

Figures released earlier in the year 
showed that 42 per cent of all violent 
crime committed between April 2011 to 
April 2012 was alcohol related. 

Earlier in the year, councillors were told 
that the ‘late-night levy’ - a charge for 
premises selling alcohol open between 
midnight and 6am - could bring in 
£164,511 from 178 businesses in 
Northampton. 

Of that money, £111,480 would go to 
the police and £47,790 to the council; 
while £5,340 would be deducted for 
‘administration’. 

Conservative Police and Crime 
Commissioner candidate Adam 
Simmonds said: “As I campaign across 
Northamptonshire so many local people 
raise with me their concerns about anti¬ 
social behaviour in their neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

“Often alcohol plays a part in trouble 
and disturbances on a Friday and 



Saturday night and it’s local people, and 
local police officers, who bear the brunt 
of it. 

“New figures show that seven per cent 
of local people have personally experi¬ 
enced or witnessed drink related anti¬ 
social behaviour in the last 12 months. 
These new measures will help local 
people tackle this blight. 

“If elected as Northamptonshire’s first 
Police and Crime Commissioner in 
November, I will work with all local agen¬ 
cies to tackle antisocial behaviour and 
cut crime.”

Hopefuls lack right qualities 

COUNCILLOR Wire, (.Herald & Post July 19), is 
right to question, Tory ‘Police Hopeful’ Adam 
Simmonds on his party’s lamentable record 
on police funding etc. 

However, there are far more important 
things to confront him about. 

One is his clear lack of knowledge about 
policing. 

In his first published policy statement, Mr 
Simmonds said that within his first year of 
office, he’d recruit 50 ‘Specials’ and put one in 
each of 50 villages. 

Put simply that just cannot be done. 

There are a number of reasons that his 
whole scheme is unrealistic, some a little 
complicated. 

The easiest of these to explain in a short 
letter, is that from date of recruitment, it takes 
a minimum of two years for a ‘Special’ to 
reach a stage of being allowed to patrol 
independently. 

So clearly no newly recruited Specials could 
be deployed to villages within his first year. 

One reason Cllr Wire might be reluctant to 
ask Mr Simmonds to explain such inconsis¬ 
tencies, could be that someone might suggest 
Labour PCC Candidate Lee Barron do the 
same. 

In his first policy statement Mr Barron made 
a similarly unworkable guarantee that as PCC 
he’d ensure officers spent 90 per cent of their 
duty time ‘on the streets’. 

Once again for a variety of reasons this is 
nonsense. 

One is that a modest meal break and a 
coffee break alone during a 11 hour shift, 
could account for at least 10 per cent of an 
officer’s work time. 

It’s frankly depressing that neither of these 
party candidates seem able to display the 
qualities needed for this important position.

Support those on housing list 

THE Conservatives at Northampton Borough 
Council are proposing radical changes to how 
affordable housing is managed. 

For starters 4,500 local people currently 
waiting for an affordable home will now be 
told that they can not be housed. 


This is the shameful result of years of chron¬ 
ic failure to build enough affordable housing 
by successive Conservative and Labour 
governments. 

The Liberal Democrats have made sure that 
the Coalition Government will be the first 
government in over 30 years to build a net 
increase in affordable homes - 150,000 over 
the course of the parliament. 

Locally the Conservatives are also propos¬ 
ing to change who gets priority for housing. 

The truth is whenever changes to priority 
groups are made, someone loses out. 

This is because there is a limited supply of 
housing. 

So even if you do not give other groups a 
lower priority, by bumping some groups up 
the competition for homes becomes more 
intense. 

The new priorities do not include the home¬ 
less, those with mental or physical health 
problems, or severely overcrowded families. 

Whilst some of these vulnerable people are 
already covered, there will be more intense 
competition for homes and some of these 
people will now have to wait longer or miss 
out. 

Another change the Conservatives are sug¬ 
gesting is to scrap lifetime tenancies for new 
tenants. 

There is a danger that areas with lots of 
affordable housing will become areas of 
greater deprivation over time where only ten¬ 
ants with chronic difficulties stay - as those 
who work move on. 

We don’t want to see Northampton becom¬ 
ing a town divided between the haves and the 
have-nots. 

Support for people living in sheltered hous¬ 
ing faces a shake-up too. Whilst the idea of 
extending support to more people is good, 
some people may lose support they get now 
and where is the money for any expansion 
going to come from? 

People who are judged by the council to be 
able to pay for support may have to pay in the 
future as a result of these changes. 

Finally - why are the Conservatives doing all 
of this when their manifesto pledged to out¬ 
source housing? Have the Conservatives at 
Northampton Borough Council dropped yet 
another one of their core manifesto pledges?

A DRIVER passing an accident 
on a motorway was able to gain 
access to a trapped lorry driver 
so he could be treated by a 
doctor. 

Martin Jones, who works for 
Vimpex, a supplier of equipment 
to Northamptonshire Fire & 
Rescue Service, used his special¬ 
ist tools to open up the lorry’s 
cab. 

Other motorists had been trying 
to use a crow bar to get to him. 

A doctor, who had also stopped 
to help, was then able to assess 
the driver before the emergency 
services turned up. 

The HGV, which was carrying

You can enjoy the convenience of 
benches or cast concrete seating all 
year round but you will need to store 
your designer furniture away from 
the damaging effects of rain, wind 
and frosts in the winter. 

If you like clean, minimalist lines 
consider adding smooth reflective 
surfaces, modern accessories and a 
water feature to get that stylish 'zen' 
effect. 

For a more traditional approach, 
introduce meandering gravel 


pathways or stepping stones across 
the lawn, traditional furniture and big 
bold bushes of colourful plants. 

A conservatory gives you extra living 
space, a window on the world when it 
is too darn cold to sit out and a snug 
winter home for your geraniums. 
Unless you're in a conservation or 
environmentally sensitive area, you 
rarely need planning permission but 
keeping it at a comfortable 
temperature in both summer and 
winter can be tricky. 

The alternative is a sunroom 
or garden room with glazed walls 
and a solid insulated roof but this sort 
of extension does require building 
control approval. 

Ideally, your garden will be a 
seamless extension to your home 
and one in which you can make the 
most of the light nights, the warmer 
weather and yes, the alfresco life.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Waldouck is no stranger to 
winning major tourna¬ 
ments, having earned both 
Premiership and Heineken 
Cup winners’ medals since 
graduating from the Wasps 


Academy. The 24-year-old 
has also long been consid¬ 
ered a future England inter¬ 
national, having represented 
his country at age group 
level as well as the Sevens 
and Saxons teams. 

He also toured with the 
senior side in Australia two 
years ago, missing out on a 
place in the test team after 
suffering an injury. 

Since then though, 
Waldouck has fallen out of 
contention, while at club 
level it has been a difficult 
time for all associated with 
Wasps in recent seasons. 

They spent most of the 
2011/12 Aviva Premiership 
campaign flirting with rele¬ 
gation to the Championship, 
as well as there being con¬ 
cerns about the club’s 
finances. 

Waldouck’s release to join 
the Saints was reluctantly 
agreed to by head coach Dai 
Young, and he is now aiming 
to revitalise his career in 
Northampton. 

“I spent ten years at Wasps 
and I felt like I needed a 
fresh start and a fresh chal¬ 
lenge,” said Waldouck. 

“Northampton Saints is a 
great club with a great histo¬ 
ry, and they play some great 
rugby. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed my 
time at Wasps and I wish 
everyone there the best. 

“But I needed a new chal¬ 
lenge and what better place 
to get that than with a 
Heineken Cup team that 
is looking to win big 
trophies.” 


Cameron: Rio here I come 


BOXING 

CHANTELLE Cameron admits the 
pressure of competing at the London 
Olympics may have been too much for 
her - but feels being able to experience 
what it is all about will stand her in good 
stead for the 2016 Games. 

The Northampton lightweight missed 
out on selection for the Great Britain 
team as women’s boxing makes its 
debut at the Olympics, with World 
Championship bronze medallist 
Natasha Jonas earning the spot in the 
60kg weight class instead. 

However, Cameron is still playing 
some part after being drafted in as a 
sparring partner for Jonas and fellow 
Brit boxers Nicola Adams and Savannah 
Marshall. She was also invited to 
Loughborough for the pre-event kitting 
out as part of the Ambition Programme. 

The 21-year-old is desperate to be a 
part of the next Olympics in Rio de 
Janeiro, and having now been able to 
grasp the magnitude of the Games she 
has a much better idea of what being 


part of the biggest global sporting 
event is all about. 

“I think I would have struggled to cope 
with the pressure of competing 
because before I didn’t realise how big a 
deal it is,” said Cameron. 

“It would have been hard because of 
my experience and I would have been 
up against people like [Irish world 
champion] Katie Taylor. 

“We were walking around and there 
were loads of people coming up and 
asking for autographs. I was telling 
them that I’m not part of the Olympics, 
but they still wanted my autograph and 
to have pictures taken. 

“It’s good that I’ve had the opportunity 
to be a part of it without the pressure 
of competing. Now my aim is to make 
sure that I qualify for 2016.” 

Cameron has been doing just one 
session of eight rounds each day in 
sparring, giving her plenty of time to 
watch the boxing at the ExCel Arena 
and soak up the incredible atmosphere 
at a venue that has been packed out 
with 10,000 fans each day. 


The women’s event starts on Sunday, 
and while many are predicting that 
middleweight World Champion Marshall 
is Britain’s best hope for a medal, 
Cameron is also backing flyweight 
competitor Adams to be among those 
battling for honours. 

The Kings Heath ABC pugilist is also 
focusing on pursuing her own dreams 
of Olympic glory, and is currently 
seeking a sponsor as she starts out on 
the long road towards the Olympics in 
Brazil in four years’ time. 

Cameron said: “Rio 2016 was always 
the one that I was aiming for because 
I’ve only been boxing for a couple of 
years and 2012 was probably a bit too 
soon. Even though I’m devastated not to 
be involved, I’ve always been looking to 
2016. 

“I’m looking at 2016 as my last chance 
to compete at the Olympics. I’m young 
enough to be able to go to 2020, but I 
just want it so badly. 

“My coaches keep telling me that I’ve 
got the ability and I want to get a place 
in 2016.”

MUCH like Hannibal in ‘The 
A-Team’, Aidy Boothroyd loves it 
when a plan comes together. Four 
games into Northampton Town’s 
pre-season preparations he is in 
little doubt that what he is aiming 
to do is starting to fall into place. 

Although the Cobblers suffered a 
4-3 defeat in their latest friendly at 
home to Derby County on Tuesday 
evening, with some of the defend¬ 
ing from set pieces that led to goals 
concerning Boothroyd, the manag¬ 
er has reason to be optimistic. 

He has been pleased with the 
side’s ability going forwards, with 


summer signings Alex Nicholls and 
Clive Platt working well together as 
a front two and also as part of a 
front three with fellow new boy 
Ishmel Demontagnac, as well as the 
midfield. 

“It’s been a long time since I’ve got 
excited about a team, and for peri¬ 
ods I got excited because I thought 
we aren’t far away,” he said, reflect¬ 
ing on the Derby game. “The front is 
looking good, the middle is looking 
all right and the back needs a little 
bit of help. 

“The feedback I’m getting from 
the majority of people is quite posi¬ 
tive. People have seen something 
that I have known for a little while, 
but everybody has just discovered 
that Ishmel Demontagnac can 
catch pigeons. 


“He’s exceptionally quick, Alex 
Nicholls is quick and Clive Platt is 
more than just a target man. We’ve 
got a different variety in how we 
attack. Chris Hackett can play any¬ 
where and as we’re going along Ben 
Harding is getting fitter. 

“We’ve got the right amount of 
depth in some positions, but in oth¬ 
ers we’re a little bit short. We don’t 
start for a couple of weeks and it’s 
where we get our thinking caps on, 
get those lists out and I start making 
calls again.” 

The urgent requirements for the 
Cobblers are still another centre 
half and a goalkeeper, although 
youth team stopper Dean Snedker 
showed his undoubted potential 
after playing the full 90 minutes. 

Boothroyd conceded that the 


17-year-old is not the long-term 
answer just yet though, which was 
also the reason that trialist ‘keeper 
Connor Roberts was released. 

The boss is also keen to add 
another central defender to share 
the workload between Kelvin 
Langmead and Anthony Charles - 
both of whom have played every 
minute of pre-season so far. 

There is also the option of dipping 
into the loan market. But Boothroyd 
sees the Football League teams vot¬ 
ing to re-introduce being able to 
select up to seven substitutes on 
match day, the effects of the Elite 
Player Performance Plan and the 
Premier League reserve competi¬ 
tion being restructured as an 
under-21 competition making it 
harder to source those players.

“It also helps that we are coming 
here off the back of a solid weekend 
in Brno where we seemed to find 
some benefits in our setting on the 
ZX10-R. 

“Of course we have achieved this 
with a lot of hard work from me, 
Kawasaki, all of the team and also 
extra help from Provec, Motocard 
and LeoVince. 

“Hopefully, we can carry this 
momentum forward for the rest of 
the season and especially here in 
front of my home crowd at 
Silverstone. In this case I will be even 
more satisfied.” 

Sykes is currently the best-placed 
of the five-strong British contingent 
in the overall standings, trailing 
series leader and 2010 World 
Champion Max Biaggi by 59 points. 

The 24-year-old has claimed pole 
position seven times this year, 
although has only managed one race 
win which came in Italy at Monza 
back in May. Jonathan Rea, currently 
fifth, is the only other Brit to stand on 
the top step of the podium this year. 

Di Resta hurt 
by poor start

It doesn’t mean that 
you’re not going to be good, but I 
have other aspirations as well rather 
than just swimming. 

“Obviously, Glasgow is on the hori¬ 
zon in a couple of years, so I’ll have 
to see if I can do another two years of 
hard training. 

“I wouldn’t do it unless I knew I 
could do something good. I would 
like to go on to Glasgow, and if not 
then maybe something political.” 

McClatchey was satisfied with her 
performance in the final at London’s 
Aquatics Centre on Tuesday evening, 
having won her heat and come sec¬ 
ond in the semi-finals.

The 27-year-old midfielder has 
actually yet to register a competitive 
goal for the club since joining them 
in fanuary, but hopes that linking up 
with former MK Dons teammate 
Clive Platt - who provided the assist 
against the Rams - will help change 
that. 

“When I was at Milton Keynes I was 
out injured but then came back in 
fanuary and scored seven from then 
until the end of the season,” recalled 
Harding. 

“That was playing alongside Platty 
as well, so hopefully with him coming 
here I can score a few more goals. I’m 
very pleased because I need to score 
more goals, so hopefully I can add 
that to my game this season. 

“I saw the ball going up to big Platty 
and my eyes lit up. I just thought that 
if I could get up and make some sort 
of connection then hopefully it 


would fly in the back of the net, and 
luckily enough it did.” 

Tuesday’s game marked Harding’s 
first Town start for nearly four 
months, having come on as substi¬ 
tute in last Saturday’s 2-0 loss against 
Chelsea’s under-21 side. 

That had been due to an Achilles 
tendon injury he had been nursing 
since signing for the club on his 
initial loan spell back in fanuary, 
although Harding is now free of any 
problems with it. 

Harding will now aim to be involved 
again when Northampton host a 
Tottenham Hotspur XI in their penul¬ 
timate pre-season friendly on 
Saturday, and is already looking for¬ 
ward to the new campaign. 

The Cobblers kick off the 2012/13 
season at home to Championship 
side Cardiff City in the Capital One 
Cup first round on Tuesday, August 
14, with the opening League Two 
game away to relegated Rochdale the 
following Saturday. 

And while manager Aidy Boothroyd 
has done his best to play down 
expectations, Harding is in confident 
mood heading into the season 
after being impressed with the new 
signings. 

He said: “Everyone who has come in 
has been fantastic. We’ve got great 
team morale.”
